Three Professors 
Appointed To 
Endowed Chairs 

Dr. Muriel V. Roscoe, Professor 
Garnet Woonton and Dr. Clive 
Cnrruthers have all been appointed 
to endowed chairs, University au- 
thorities announced recently. 

Dr. Roscoe, Chairman of the De- 
partment of Botany and Dean of 
Women, was appointed to the Mac- 
donald chair in botany. Born in 
Centreville, Nova Scotia, Dr. Ros- 
coe graduated from Acadia Uni- 
versity, and received her Ph.D. 
from Radcliffe College. She later 
became Professor of Botany at 
Acadia, and was appointed Dean 
of Women at McGill in 1040. 

Professor G. A. Woonton, Direc- 
tor of the Eaton Electronics Labo- 
ratory, has been appointed to a Sir 
William Macdonald chair in Phy- 
sics. A former Research Professor 
at the University of Western 
Ontario, Professor Woonton came 
to McGill in 1948. Ho is a member 
of the Royal Canadian Society. 

The Hiram Mills chair of classi- 
cal languages has been awarded 
to Dr. Clive Carruthers, Chairman 
of the Classics Department. Dr. 
Carruthers, who came to McGill in 
1920, received degrees from the 
University of Toronto, the Univer- 
sity of Chicago and Oxford. He 
served with General Allenby in 
Palestine during the first world 
war, and was Commanding Officer 
of McGill's Reserve Squadron of 
the RCAF during the last war. 



SEC TABLES 
DEBATING 
MOTION 

A motion to amend the constitu- 
tion of the Debating Union Society, 
as regards the methdd of selecting 
the executive, was tabled for fur- 
ther consideration by the Students' 
Executive Council at its meeting 
Inst night. 

It was suggested that the exec- 
utive for a coming year be recom- 
mended to the SEC by the outgoing 
executive. The SEC would then ap- 
prove or not approve the recom- 
mendation. This is the method of 
selection used by a number of or- 
ganiaztions under the control of 
the SEC, such as the Red and 
White Revue, the Annual, and The 
Daily. 

Present Method 
Under the present constitution, 
the Debating Union's executive is 
chosen by vote of all the members 
of the Union — that is, all the 
members of the Students' Society 
— at an open meeting of the Union. 
I It was noted by Marv Gameroff, 
president of the Students' Society, 
that this method of vote makes it 
possible for the meeting to be 
"packed" to favor one enndidate or 
another. 

Campus-Wide Vote? 
John Jackson (Commerce) sug- 
gested that the executive be chosen 
by campus-wide vote, conducted in 
the same manner as are Students' 
Society elections. This was not 
thought feasible, however, sinco 
the whole campus does not now 
hnve an active interest in the So- 
ciety, as once was the case. 

The motion was finally tabled 
until the next Council meeting, in 
Order for members to hear various 
opinions on the matter.

3, was nam- 
ed Editor-in-Chief of the Handbook 
for 1955-G6. Christopher Byrd, BA 
2, was appointed Signing Officer 
for the Players' Club for the rest 
of this year.

DOIl'T SWALLOW 
THE PRIMED WORD

"Don't swallow the printed word 
and be critical towards criticism," 
were the two main points that both, 
conductor Dimitri Mitropoulous 
and music critic Olin Downs, em- 
phasized during the discussion on 
the topic "Can the Conductor and 
the Critic Be Friends?", which was 
held last night in Moyse Hall. 



Dean Thompson, of the Faculty 
of Graduate Studies, was in the 
chair, Dr. Ellen Ballon and Dean 
Clarke were also sented on the 
platform. After a brief definition 
of the term friend — as being a 
person who knows nil about you 
nnd still likes you — Dean Thomp- 
son introduced the speakers. 

In his speech, Mr. Mitropoulous 
expressed the view point that we 
are all critical, for it is the privi- 
lege of human beings to criticize. 
"I do believe that criticism is a 
stimulus to advancement," he said, 
and added, referring to his own 
position as a conductor, "but how 
can a man be expected to see him- 
self from the back?" He pointed 
out his disadvantage over Mr. 
Downes, who expresses his senti- 
ments in writing. 

Mr. Downes countered with n 
"little defensive footwork nn'd box- 
ing" to the remarks of his opponent 
— just then the (9 o'clock lecture) 
bell sounded. The music critiç em- 
phasized that where there is n seri- 
ous artist and a non-biased critic, 
who tries to understand the artist, 
the result of criticism is almost 
nlways beneficial. "The value of 
the criticism," he explained, "de- 
pends on the degree of sincerity, 
knowledge, and learning of the 
writer." In his opinion, a critic is 
entitled to be violent at times if 
he feels that the occasion deserves 
that sort of treatment. He should, 
however be as objective as possible, 
and Mr. Downes noted that he him- 
self rather takes pains to print a 
letter that disagrees with his opin- 
ions, than one thnt praises them. 
He suggested that all newspnpers 



ought to run a box to inform their 
renders that the paper is not re- 
sponsible for the opinions of the 
music critic, for the editors do not 
know a thing about music, and as- 
sume that the critic docs, however 
they arc willing to fire him if an 
influx of letters will testify to the 
contrary. 



"A true friend should be able to 
criticize even' if it might entail the 
loss of the friend," was> the world 
famous composer's answer. He also 
agreed that usually there is no 
violent criticism unless the artist 
deserves it. "However," he added, 
"although critics are necessary, 
they certainly should not be de- 
vastating." 

In his "rebuttal", Mr. Dowcns 
told that it is n human fault to be 
devastating at times, and it exists 
unfortunately among governments 
as well as among critics. 

After the discussion questions 
followed from the" audience, which 
jammed the doorways, the balcony 
and the lobby of the Arts Buil- 
ding.

The recent tournament at Dartmouth empha- 
sized again, for McGill's debaters the difference 
between American and Canadian styles of deba- 
ting. 

• 

American debating is almost like pleading in 
o court of law. The teams come in with filing 
cabinets in hand and real off a series of statis- 
tics and quotations from "authoritative" sources. 
Even personal opinions of obscure university pro- 
fessors are taken as proof, and the side with the 
most statistics and quotations usually gets the 
decision. 

British debating is completely different. As 
any who listened to Cambridge debaters in recent 
years will remember, the standard tactic is not 
to mention the subject of the debate until last 



minute of your speech. To fill up the rest of the 
time you usually tell funny stories. The debaters 
who know the most and the funniest stories usu- 
ally win the victory by the vote of a delighted 
audience. 

As in most things, whether foreign policy, 
constitution, or taste, Canadians are just about 



in the middle. 

In debating we are rarely as funny as the Bri- 
tish or as painstakingly factual as the Americans. 
In general we make the same statements of 
opinion as do American debaters, but neglect to 
back them up with facts.

Catholic elements in the play. 

He feels "very firmly" that clas- 
sic works of art should be present- 
ed in their entirety, not cut to cli-

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rial. I agree 

is that an uncut performance of 
The Ccnci would run for more than 
four hours. We have not censored 
Shelley's tragedy on any moral or 
religious grounds, we have merely 
shortened it to make it playable 
onstage. As the publishers say of 
pocket-book reprints, The Cenci is 
abridged but not expurgated. 

The only anti-Catholc bias in 
this work is implicit in the true 
story which supplied the subject. 
Count Cenci's ability to buy Papal 
indulgences for his crimes of mur- 
der and incest and his belief thnt 
he could buy God as easily as he 
bought the Church are matters of 
historical fact. They cannot be cut 
out of the play, and we have made 
no attempt to do so. The very first 
speech makes clear that Pope was 
willing to hush up a murder in ex- 
change for a valuable piece of real 
estate. 

But the abuse of Papal power 
in the Renaissance is not Shelley's 
renl subject. The tragedy is not 
that Ccnci is above the law but 
that he insanely believes he is 
God's appointed scourge to punish 
mankind. He tortures and ultimate- 
ly ravishes his daughter because 
she refuses to accept his view of 
himself. She is then driven to com- 
mit parricide in what she believes 
to be the cause of divine justice. 

Not Catholicism, but the distort 
o':! personal belief of Count Ccnci 
is the root of the tragedy

MITROPOULOS 
AND DOWNES

It is perhaps not easy to state definitely whether Dlmitri Mitro- 
poulos is a very great man or just a great man. I was inclined to the 
former judgement after leaving a press conference yesterday, at which 
he had held the stage for an hour and a half. 

The most striking thing about the eminent Musical Director of 
the Philharmonic Symphony Society of New York is his immensely 
colorful personality. 

Highly Expressive 
He is a thin man, highly energetic rather than nervous, with his 
famous long, flailing aims that underline every word in his speech as 
they do every note in the music when he conducts his favorito works. 

But his face is a master of expressiveness. It talks. One feels that 
he could do very well without a tongue. 

Languages 

A Greek by birth, ho is occasionally caught for a word in English. 
Often he does not find the word he seeks, but the meaning is magni- 
ficently conveyed by 'his whipping arms (which Leopold Stowkowski, 
he said, once described as "like spaghetti flying through the air"), a 
cigarette holder that he manipulates like a baton, and heaven lcno*> 
what contortions of his facial expression. 

Something Deeper 
Colorful as is his personality, easy and vivid as is his talk, some- 
thing deeper shows itself as you listen to him: he is an artist. That 
is, he is a person who "has to express himself." 

He discusses such abstractions as art with a clarity that can only 
show how clear Mr. Mitropoulos is to Mr. Mitropoulos. 

Morals and Sport 
There is, he says, a moral side to art: to do something that one 
feels is good; and a sportive side: to do something that is difficult. 
"I like to struggle. As an artist I search for trouble." 

He compute* his youthful love for climbing Greek mountains, 
usually by the most difficult route, to such feats as presenting con- 
cert performances of the incredibly difficult and musically weak modern ^. 
opera "Christopher Columbus." 

The Highest Luxury 
"It is human to do something useless — the highest human luxury 
is to devote yourself to an ideal you create yourself." 

Getting down to the business of leading orchestras, Mr. Mitro- 
poulos emphasized the necessity of humility in art. He held up St. 
Francis as an example of self-abnegation: by his complete devotion ^ 
to his ideals he became a leader because he was followed. 

Conductor and Critic 
The topic of humility brings us to the New York Times' music 
critic, Olin Downes. Humility is not what one expects in a critic, but 
it will be found in Mr. Downes. Realizing that the artist comes first, 
Mr. Downes left the voluble Mr. Mitropoulos to do most of the talking 
at the press conference. 

But when he spoke, he made it clear that the day of the pompous, 
self-righteous music critic who denounced without reason as he saw 
fit, is gone. "I do not decide in musical matters. I discuss music be- 
cause I am interested in it. Music is more democratic, critics arc less 
opiniated, criticism is less arbitrary. More reflection and less actual 
judgement is found in modern criticism." 
"Be your own Music Critic" is his motto. 

By the Way . . . 

Can the Conductor and the Critic be Friends? Mr. Downes and 
Mr. Mitropoulos arc excellent friends. Each realize that the other is a 
musician and knows what he is doing in his field.
